NATURAL GAS IN INDIANA. 


Since the last Biennial Report of this Department was published, th 
development of the natural gas resources of Indiana has been continuow 
and the theory that obtained two years ago, that the natural gas area wa 
confined to ten counties, bas been abandoned in the light of subsequer 
discoveries. While the largest wells are still to be found within th 
original territory, a large number in adjoining and in distant countie 
have been sunk, and many of these have proved to be profitable, that is 
have furnished sufficient gas te justify piping to adjoining towns, and th 
application of the gas to domestic purposes. In the report referred t 
the gas producing counties were given aa ten, and the number of prc 
ducing wells as forty, but the number of counties has now increased t 
twenty-three, and the wells to 395. The character of the gas. the strat 
in which it was found, and the relative value of the products were pre 
sented in such a manner that it is not necessary to enter upon such a dir 
cussion now, and the present references to the subject are designed t 
cover new industries operated within the gas fields rather than te conside 
the product itself. It may be said, generally, that experience has prove: 
the justice of the remarks in the preceding report, and that the valu 
of the product there given is rather more than less than that indicate 
by the data at hand in 1887. There is now invested in the gas busines 
in Indiana something in excess of $6,000,000, including wells, pipe lines 
mains and connecting pipes for consumers, and thousands of families ar 
using the product in heating and cuoking, while large numbers of fuctorie 
are run by it. In the following summary of counties having producin; 
gas wells, there are a number which may be said to be weak, but the fac 
that gas is produced, indicates its presence in nearly al] parts of the State 
and future effurts may develop larger supplies. It is also worthy of re 
mark that the further away from the original gas territory that wells ar 
sunk, the weaker becomes the flow.

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out the extreme idea that marriage is a failure, especially if the conclus- 
sion is to be based upon divorces granted by our courts. The increase im 
the number of divorces granted in Indiana, if admitted at all, can be ac- 
counted for in the fact that the population of the State is rapidly increasin g& 
and when compared with this the number of divorces is not relatively imm- 
creased. With a view to securing intelligent and reliable data on this 
subject, a table showing the number of marriages solemnized, divorces 
granted and per cent. of marriages divorced in forty-one counties in this 
State has been prepared, and, in order to give as wide a range as possibler, 
a period of five consecutive years has been embraced. In preparin ge 
the table only such counties aa have uniformly reported to the Bureau, 
upon this subject, were embraced, the object being to avoid estimates a8 
far as possible and secure comparative figures which are absolutely correct 
As the reports of Circuit Clerk range from sixty-five to eighty each yeaa, 
only forty-one counties were found to have been uniformly reportecll , 
and these have been selected to the exclusion of others. The period encm- 
braced is from 1884 to 1888 inclusive, and will be found to give the foI- 
lowing totals:

Assuming that the statistics on marriages and divorces are equally relia- 
ble, that is, have been reported with equal care, the decrease in the first 
and the increase in the second are equally insignificant, amounting to less 
than three to each county in a half decade or an average of less than one 
each year to the county. In the counties selected for this comparison, 
some of the larger ones are unfortunately not included for the reason that 
the Circuit Clerks failed to make reports, but the table presents a fair 
average for the State, and if all the counties were represented it is not 
improbable that the totals would be relatively the same. Assuming that 
this is true, the total number of marriages in Indiana for five years past 
would aggregate 76,248, and the total divorces 7,682, the number of 
counties being ninety-two and those reported forty-one. By reference to 
the table it will he seen that the per cent. of marriages divorced varies 
considerably, the highest being 17.6 per cent. in Tippecanoe county, and 
the lowest 5.8 per cent. in Perry, the average for the entire State being. ~ 
ten per cent.

It will be observed that the total number of persons confined in the 
jails of the State during the years named is 69,964 and that the cost to 
the State foots up $731,677, an annual average of $146,335.50. Com- 
bining the expenditures of the counties of the State for poor and criminals, 
for the five years named, and we have a sum total of $4,467,737 or an 
annual average of $893,547.50.

With respect to the degree of crime charged, the reports do not show. 
any astonishing increase in the commission of the graver offenses, such as 
murder, rape, manslaughter and perjury, though the number of cases of 
amon, reported from forty-five counties, exceed by five the number re- 
ported in 1887 from fifty-eight counties. As in former years, the reports 
are more satisfactory on the subject of crimes charged and Tables II and 
Olof this department are devoted to their classification. Below will be 
found a summary of the principal crimes and the number of persons ar- 
rested and imprisoned and charged with their commission for the two 
years for which this report is made :

AID TO RAILROADS, 


The concluding table of’ Railroad Statistics for 1888, gives by counties 
and townships the aid voted to railroads for the two years for which this 
report is made. Compared with the same data for 1885-6, the aid voted 
in 1887-8 shows a marked increase and as, in each case, the donation or 
stock taken, was on account of new roads or extensions of old ones, it 
follows, that there was increased activity in this branch of improvement 
in the period covered. In 1885 the donations and stock taken aggre- 
gated about $150,000 and the following year they did not exceed $75,000, 
in 1887 the same items reached $694,507 and in 1888, $301,941, a total 
of $996,448 for the two years as against $325,000 for 1885-6. In the 
latter period, seventeen townships, representing eight different counties. 
made donations or took stock in such enterprises, while in 1887-8 forty- 
six townships, representing thirty-one counties, voted aid to railroads. 
Below is a summary of the total for 1887-8 :

deposits correspond very nearly to the assets of the associations, as each 
shareholder in the latter is, in one sense, a depositor. The banks at the 
same time reported loans and discounts amounting to $3,741,645, while 
the amount of loans by building and loan associations in 1888, where less 
than one-third is reported, aggregated $2,499,540. As the State requires 
direct and painstaking supervision of the banks, the query naturally 
suggests itself, why should there not be some State supervision over build- 
ing and loan associations? This inquiry becomes more pertinent in the 
light of recent developments, showing that frauds have been accomplished 
by designing men and that loss has thereby occurred to a number of our 
citizens. It is not improbable that the circumstances attending the 
scheme to defraud the people through this means have been exaggerated. 
But the developments show that such a thing is possible and the interests 
involved are so weighty that the subject of State supervision may well 
receive attention.
